A Wall Will Do 


How gratifying it ‘was to read 
your fine editorial “Saving The 
Bissell Mansion.” The weight of 
your interest is of great impor- 
tance in keeping this before the 
public, and as an encouraging in- 
fluence on those planning and in 
authority. 

But it is all getting so unneces- 
sarily confused. The news item 
on the subject related that there 
was the idea of saving the Bissell 
home by moving it. Further, the 
chief engineer of the State High- 
way Commission is receptive to 
this. ) 

The start of this proposal to 
move the house was merely an 
idea that it could simply be moved 
back west on its own ground to 
permit more gradual slope to the 
bluff.. From this there seems to 
have developed a misunderstand- 
ing. Instead of a shift west on 
its own bluff site ‘(which inci- 
dentally is not sound), the house 
is now floating around, mentally, 
all over the place. Even casual 
consideration of the conditions, 
under which this would be per- 
mitted to come about by the High- 
way Commission, indicates it 
would be highly unlikely. 

More important, to move this 
building from the beautiful bluff 
site, which Capt. Bissell so care- 
fully selected, would be ridic- 
ulous. 

As you say in your editorial, 
“The problem is not a large one.” 
These are the quantities— 


1. Those who want to save this 
mansion, of ‘unquestioned histor- 
fcal value and beauty, are not 
asking the highway be deviated 


‘one inch from what is planned. 


2. The idea of moving the house 
is completely impractical both as 
to cost, and as to leaving any- 
thing worthwhile. There is no 
way to move a site.

4, If a wall will indeed save 
the. mansion, just what in dollars 
is the cost, and why cannot the 
people of St. Louis be permitted 
to judge for themselves, and for 
posterity, whether the cost is so 
great as to justify such an irre- 
parable loss?

As Mr. Lippmgnn makes clear, the needed 
reorientation of our does not mean that 
we can drop our m | guard. It is essen- 
tial to maintain Western military power, in 
relation to Soviet military power, ata level 
sufficient to deter aggression. We must at all 
times deprive the Kremlin of any excuse for 
yielding to the temptation to accomplish its 
aims by armed force. Disarmament must be 
multilateral, and verifiable.

But while maintaining the power to deter 
aggression, we must shift the emphasis of our 
world from military to political and 
economic it Mr. Lippmann is con- 
vinced that just as the West has no intention 
of accomplishing its aims by armed force, so 
the Soviet Uniog. also relies on non-military 
means as the most effective way of waging 
the contest for Asia and Africa. 

The Russians are evidently hypnotiz-i by 
their ideological myth which convinces them 
that the West will inevitably attack rather 
than permit Communism to win the under- 
developed nations. We on our side know that 
is nonsense. We must hope to persuade the 
Russians of it in time—and expanded cultural 
relations should help. 

At the same time, we need to take steps to 
assure that Communism does not win all of 
Asia and Africa. And that involves something 
this newspaper has long advocated—making 
in India a dramatic demonstration of the abil- 
ity of a free society to achieve a rapid rise 
in productivity, capital formation and living 
standards. 

Such a demonstration requires a much 
more massive effort than we have yet made, 
and it requires us, as Mr. Lippmann says, to 
stop looking at the underdeveloped nations 
as military bulwarks and bastions. “The pol- 
icy of military pacts to contain and push back 
the Communist revolution,” he writes, “is not 
only incapable of working successfully. Its 
effect is to antagonize the masses.of the peo- 
ple and so to assist the expansion of Com- 
munism.”

That statement is attested to by overwhelm- 
ing evidence. Yet Secretary Dulles continues 
to play the old, cracked record of military 
alliances, military aid, military containment. 
Only this week it was revealed that he is 
negotiating a series of new defense pacts with 
Iran, Turkey and Pakistan as a means of bol- 
stering the Baghdad Pact and the Eisenhower 
Doctrine. 


All three of those countries could be put 
out of action in five minutes by the interme- 
diate-range missiles the Soviets are said to 
have in operational status right now. New 
military alliances with them cannot, then, add 
much to our security, but can create political 
disadvantages for us. 


Is it not long past time that American pol- 
icy played a new tune in the Middle East and 
throughout the underdeveloped regions of 
Asia and Africa? 


Instead of Fearing Radar 


Radar, which enables military men to spot 
distant enemy targets. and guide missiles 
down upon them, is still mysterious enough 
to the layman that he wants nothing to do 
with it. It smacks of the death ray which thus 
far has appeared only in super-science tales 
and on some of the more lurid television 
plays. 

So the assurances of Col. George M. Knauf, 
of the Cape Canaveral Air Force Missile Test 
Center in Florida, are very timely. He said 
present-day radar equipment offers no peril 
to persons living near radar sites but high- 
powered equipment such as will be needed 
for intercontinental missiles and space travel 
will require special precautions. 

It seems there is nothing mysterious about 
injuries or deaths at Canaveral. Carelessness 
is the real source of danger. Most injuries 
are caused by tools dropped from high up on 
gantries. Most deaths are caused by high- 
way accidents. With Canaveral in mind, one 
can forget about the impending day of high- 
powered radar for ICBMs and for the present 
be wary of the high-powered auto and things 
that fall from above, such as cornices. 


The Air Force Just Says “‘No!”’ 


It had been expected that the Air Force 
was goifig to réveal all data on the manage- 
ment of its ballistic missile program or offer 
a valid reason for not doing so. Judging from 
what has transpired at the House Government 
Information Subcommittee hearing on the 
mattet, the Air Force will do neither. 

At a ‘press conference Nov: 5, Presi- 
dent Eisentiowér,ireplying ‘to a question on 
the Air) F AO dispute over the missile 
program, said: “Behave stated this time and 
again: I belieyegthat every investigation com- 
mitteeyof the , every office, every 
auditing office, like the GAO, should always 
have an opportunity to see official records, if 
the security of-our country is not involved.” 


That may be what the President and the 
Air Force thought on Nov. 5 but it is not 
what they thought just a week later, Secretary 
of the Air Force James Douglas, testifying be- 
fore the House subcommittee on his. refusal 
to give Comptroller General Joseph Campbell 
the full report of the Air Force inspectors- 
general on the .missile- program, said “the 
public interest” would best be served by not 
releasing the full report. From his statement 
it was clear that security was not involved. 


President Eisenhower, after first saying 
“security” should be the test of censorship, 
now says the public and Congress are entitled 
to all “proper” information. _ Clearly, that 
means the Air Force ts to be the only judge 
of what it is “proper” to divulge. Is it,to be 
expected that the Air Force will divulge all 
the waste and inefficiency that have been for 
so long a part of the missile program? 

Secretary Douglas is most unconvincing 
when he says that if the report is 
outside the Air Force, “there will be a 
ency on the part of those making inspections 
to soften criticism, avoid doubtful matter and 
generally be more restrained.” “ 

It would be unfortunate, Mr. Douglas says, 
if the stand taken by the Air Force creates 
‘the erroneous impression that there was 
something fundamentally wrong with this

Where the Schools Need Help 
t 


The St. Louis-St. Louis county White House 
Conference on Education has tentatively con- 
cluded that Missouri's school-building pro- 
gram needs federal financial help, and that in- 
creased state taxes will be required to lift 
the level of education in the state as a whole. 


While not quarreling with these conclu- 
sions, we think equal attention can profitably 
be paid to what can be done on a purely local 
level to improve educational opportunities. 


In St. Louis county, which is broken up 
into 29 individual districts, the financial 
problem of the schools grows largely out of 
the fact that the county’s taxable wealth is 
unevenly distributed. 


Twenty of the county’s districts, in fact, re- 
ported in a questionnaire prepared by the 
Conference that they had sufficient bonding 
capacity to meet future needs. The needs of 
the others could be met from resources with- 
in the county itself if existing districts were 
judiciously reorganized or tax resources were 
otherwise equalized. 

Reorganization or other methods of giving 
each district equal access to the county’s total 
tax base also should lift the general level of 
county education. About two thirds of the 
county's districts currently are unable to 
spend as much as $382 per pupil, the average 
for the.county as a whole, — 

St. Louis county suffers the big school 
financing headache in this area. A good deal 
can be done to alleviate it in the county itself 
without waiting for state and federal help.

The Ozarks Against Itself 


Open Range Practice, Poor Forest Management, Hinders Prosperity of All. 


Leonard Hall, in a Speech 
to the Missouri Forest 
Resource Conference 


Today we have really good forest 
management on only about 5 per 
cent of our timbered lands that are 
owned by the state and federal gov- 
ernments—and on another 5 per cent 
of privately owned lands. This leaves 
90 per cent of Missouri's forest that 
is poorly managed or not managed at 
all; where no effort is being made 
today toward land-health or self-re- 
newal of the forest resource.

setting in the mistaken belief that 
this keeps down brush, kills ticks and 
makes the grass grow, (5) soil im- 
paction from hoof pressure that 
makes the stony soils impervious to 
water infiltration and destroys the 
forest water table, (6) run-off and 
erosion caused by impaction and re- 
moval of leaf-litter, (7) destruction 
of forest watersheds, siltation of 
streams and an increase of the con- 
ditions that make for flood and 
drought. 


There is another result of open, 
range grazing which is seldom con- 
sidered but which has a profound 
effect upon the people of the forest 
counties. Open range is based upon 
a right supported by a law that is 
strangely archaic—to take and use 
the property of others, without com- 
pensation, for the purpose of earning 
a livelihood. This controverts the 
whole concept of “due process” and 
is based upon the ridiculous conten- 
tion that one man has a legal right 
to pasture his livestock on another 
man’s unfenced forest land, even 
though the same law says he cannot 
set foot on this land himself without 
committting illegal trespass. 


In the end, such legal quibbling as 
this cannot but undermine the re- 
spect for law, the ethical standards 
and the moral fiber of a people whom 
we have always looked upon as proud, 
independent and inherently honest.

Ozark people. 


The question remains: Provided 
such problems as fire, over-grazing, 
poor management and lack of ade- 
quate markets can be overcome, what 
will be the results for the people of 
the Ozarks?
